FIRST DAY— WEDNESDAY. 

Winxsroro, S. CL, November 28, 1888.. 

The South Carolina Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, convened in the Opera House in Winnsboro, S. C., at 
9.30 o’clock A. M. to-day, with Bishop John C. Keener, D. D., presid- 
ing’. The opening' religious service was conducted by the Bishop. 

The Secretary of the last Session called the roll of members, and 144 
clerical and 20 lay delegates answered to their names. 

H. F. Chreitzberg was re-elected Secretary, and, upon his nomina- 
tion, John C. Kilgo and Leroy F. Beaty were elected Assistants. 
Thos. Charlton Ligon was elected Statistical Secretary, with W. A. 
Betts Assistant. 

9.30 A. M. 1.30 P. M. were selected as the hours of meeting and 
adjournment. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed.

The parchments of Gabriel I. Wayne were, at his own request, pre- 
sented to the Conference by A. J. Stokes. 

B. J. Bouknight was appointed to receive the collections for Minutes. 

W. A. Leslie was substituted in place of W. S. Morrison from the 
Greenville District, J. A. Sprott and J. F. Woodward in place of X. T. 
and R. O. Purdy from the Sumter District. 

A communication from Rev. W. C. Dunlap, Commissioner of Paine 
Institute, was read and referred to the Board of Education. 

E. S. Carlisle, through A. J. Stokes, presented a bond of $10.00 on 
the Fitting School of Wofford College, to be applied to the Superannu- 
ated preacher’s fund, which was referred to Joint Board of Finance. 

Rev. D. E. Jordan of the Presbyterian Church, Rev. J. T. Chalmers 
of the A. R. P. Church, and Rev. Christian Keener of the Holston 
Conference were introduced. 

The examination of character was entered upon and the names of 
Superannuates and Supernumeraries were called, their characters pass- 
ed, and they were referred to the Committee on Conference Relations 
for continuance in their present relations, excepting J. C. Bissell, who 
was left effective. 

The name of J. T. Kilgo was called, and, upon announcement by his 
Presiding Elder that he had died during the year, was referred to the 
Committee on Memoirs. 

Rev. W. A. Gaines was introduced. 

On motion of A. J. Stafford, it was ordered, that to-morrow, Novem- 
ber 29th, Conference adjourn at 12 M. in order that Thanksgiving Day 
may be observed with appropriate service, and that the Presiding 
Bishop be requested to preach. 

Six local preachers were elected to Deacon’s Orders. (See condensed 
minutes.) 

Rev. E. M. Merritt of the Methodist Protestant Church applied, in 
due form, for recognition of orders, which was granted. 
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Thirteen applicants were admitted on trial. (See condensed min- 
utes.) W. T. Patrick was not admitted ; but his Presiding Elder was 
granted permission to employ him. 

Twelve remain on trial. (See condensed minutes.) 

Three local preachers were elected to Elder’s Orders. (See condensed 
minutes.) 

Announcements were made, and the Bishop resigned the Chair to 
the President of the Legal Conference. 

The Bishop resumed the Chair, a hymn was sung, and Conference ad- 
journed with the benediction by the Bishop. 



SECOND DAY— THURSDAY. 

Winnsboro, S. C., November 29 , 1888 . 

Conference met at the appointed hour, Bishop Keener in the Chair. 

Religious service was conducted by Wm. Martin. 

24 clerical and 5 lay delegates appeared and took their seats. 

On motion, it was ordered that the calling of the roll be omitted dur- 
ing the remainder of the session. 

The Journal of yesterday’s session was read and approved. 

Wm. Martin was substituted for J. B. Tray wick, J. F. Woodward for 
T. E. Wannamaker, and W. F. Googe for J. B. Campbell on Commit- 
tee on Bible Cause. 

A communication from Dr. I. G. John, Secretary Board of Missions, 
was read and referred to Conference Board of Missions. 

S. P. H. Elwell offered the following paper, which, on motion, was 
referred to Conference Board of Missions : 

“ Whereas, Mrs. Sarah J. Rogers, of Anderson County, lately deceas- 
ed, did give and bequeath to the South Carolina Conference One Thou- 
sand Dollars to be applied to Missions at the discretion of the Confer- 
ence, therefore, 

“ Resolved , That the Treasurer of the Conference Board of Missions 
be authorized and directed to receive from the Executor of the Will of 
the said Sarah J. Rogers the aforesaid bequest, and forward the same to 
the General Board for Foreign Missions.” 

A communication from Dr. J. D. Barbee, Agent of the Publishing 
House, was read and referred to the Committee on Books and Periodi- 
cals. 

A. Coke Smith presented a paper from Wofford College which was 
referred, without reading, to the Board of Education. 

A Memorial from the Charleston District Conference, requesting a 
change in the method of reports from charges, was read and referred to 
the Committee on Minutes. 

The class of the Fourth year was called, and Marion Dargan, W. M. 
Duncan, J. S. Mattison, G. H. Waddell and J. C. Yongue, having been

approved in the prescribed course of study, their characters examined 
and passed, they were elected to Elder’s Orders. 

J. R. Betts was announced as transferred from the Denver to the 
South Carolina Conference by Bishop E. R. Hendrix, and, having stood 
an approved examination upon the prescribed course, was elected to 
Elder’s Orders. 

The Deacons of one year were called, and, having stood approved 
examinations in the prescribed course, their characters passed, and they 
were advanced to the class of the Fourth year. 

Announcements were made, and Conference suspended business for 
Bishop Keener, in response to the resolution of yesterday, to conduct 
the Thanksgiving service. R. D. Smart read the proclamation of the 
President of the United States setting apart the 29th day of November 
as a day of thanksgiving and prayer. The Bishop announced the 214th 
hymn, and E. J. Meynardie led in prayer. The sermon was from Mat- 
thew x. 29-31. Hymn 640 was sung, and Conference adjourned with 
the benediction by the Bishop. 



THIRD DAY— FRIDAY. 

Winnsboro, S. C., November 30, 1888. 

Conference convened at 9.30 o’clock A. M., Bishop Keener in the 
chair. S. H. Browne conducted the devotional service. v 

The Journal of yesterday’s session was read and approved. 

Reports of the Columbia Female College and Cokesbury Conference 
School were referred, without being read, to the Board of Education. 

The Report of the Board of Education was made the special order 
for to-morrow, at eleven o’clock. 

Nine clerical and two lay delegates reported, and took their seats. 

Rev. H. B. Blakeley, of the A. R. P. Church, was introduced. 

Alpheus W. Attaway, M. L. Carlisle, J. A. Rice, P. L. Kirton, C. W. 
Creighton, having stood approved examinations in the prescribed course 
of study, their characters passed, and, after an address by the Bishop, 
they were admitted into full connection. 

The examination of character was resumed, and the names of the 
preachers of the Charleston, Columbia and part of the Chester Districts 
were called, and their characters passed. 

Rev. J. \V. Wolling, of the Brazil Mission Conference, was intro- 
duced. 

J. E. Watson applied for a supernumerary relation. 

The names of M. A. Connolly, J. C. Bissell, J. J. Neville, and T. W. 
Munnerlyn were referred to the Committee on Conference Relations for 
Superannuation.

FOURTH DAY— SATURDAY. 

Winnsboro, S. C., December 1, 1888. 

Conference convened at 9.30 o’clock, Bishop Keener in the Chair. 
Opening service was conducted by O. A. Darby. Journal of yester- 
day’s session was read and approved. 

Rev. G. G. Smith, D. D., of the North Georgia Conference, was intro- 
duced. 

On motion of W. D. Kirkland, the paper concerning the bequest of 
Mrs. Sarah J. Rogers was adopted. 

Win. Martin presented the report of the Committee on the Bible 
Cause, which was adopted. (See Reports.) 

The examination of character was resumed, and the names of the 
rest of the preachers of the Chester District, the Cokesbury, and part of 
the Sumter Districts were passed. 

Reports No. 1, 2, 3, and 4 of the Joint Board of Finance were pre- 
sented by J. F. Breeden. Sidi H. Browne waived his claim upon the 
Conference Fund. An amendment was adopted giving to J. C. Bissell 
$50.00 additional, and the balance of $35.00 to W. W. Mood. The re- 
ports were then adopted. (See Reports.) 

An afternoon session was ordered. 

Wm. Martin was granted leave of absence for the remainder of the 
session. 

The Bishop was requested to appoint Wm. Martin Chaplain to the 
Penitentiary. 
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The doxology was sung, and Conference adjourned with the benedic- 
tion by the Bishop. 



FOURTH DAY— AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Winnsboro, S. C., December 1, 18S8. 

Conference convened at 3.30 o’clock, Dr. Samuel B. Jones, by appoint- 
ment of the Bishop, in the Chair. John W. Humbert conducted the 
devotional service. 

Minutes of the morning session were read'and approved. 

The examination of character was resumed, and the names of the 
preachers on the Sumter, Florence, and Marion Districts were called 
and their characters passed. 

J. R. Little was located at his own request. 

On motion the vote, by which M. AY. Hook was discontinued at his 
own request, was reconsidered, and he was continued in the class of the 
First Year.

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At the close of the 11 o’clock service conducted by Bishop Keener, 
the ordination of those elected to Deacon’s Orders took place. 

A Sunday School mass-meeting was held at 3.30 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Addresses were made by Rev. J. W. Wolling of the Brazil Mis- 
sion Conference, Rev. Christian Keener of the Holston Conference, and 
Dr. Jas. H. Carlisle of Wofford College. 

Rev. Jesse A. Clifton preached at the Methodist church at 3.30 P. 
M., and at the close of the service Bishop Keener ordained those elect- 
ed to Elder’s Orders. 

The pulpits of the evangelical churches of Winnsboro were occupied 
by members of the Conference. . 



SIXTH DAY— MONDAY. 

Winnsboro, S. C., December 3, 1888. 

Conference convened at 9.30 o’clock, Bishop Keener in the Chair.

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A. H. Lester read the report on Books and Periodicals, which was 
adopted. (See Reports.) 

R. D. Smart read the report on District Conference Journals, which 
was adopted. (See Reports.) 

The report on Temperance, presented and read by W. S. Martin, was 
adopted. (See Reports.) 

The report of Committee on Minutes was read by W. A. Betts, and 
was adopted. (See Reports.) 

J . E. Carlisle presented the final report of the Board of Missions, 
which was adopted. (See Reports.) 

Camden was selected for the next session of Conference. 

The Statistical Secretary made his report, giving answers to Questions 
21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33. (See condensed minutes.) 

The Conference was then called by the Bishop to observe a memorial 
service in memory of the late James T. Kilgo. A suitable hymn was 
sung, and George M. Boyd read the report of the Committee on Me- 
moirs. After remarks by A. J. Stokes, J. S. Beasley, A. J. Cauthen, 
Samuel B. Jones, Wm. W. Mood, D. W. Seale, Charles B. Smith and 
W. M. Hardin, the report was adopted. 

An afternoon’s session was ordered for 3.30 o’clock. 

The Minutes of this day’s session were read and approved. 

Conference adjourned with the benediction by the Bishop.

REPORT OX EDUCATION. 

Methodism, in the beginning, advocated individual responsibility, the duty of 
original investigation and personal conviction. Wherever she moved thought 
was awakened, error, though hoary with age and long assented to, was proven 
such, the individual conscience honored, and men everywhere were urged to 
think for themselves. 

As in the Reformation, unfettered religious thought stimulated investigation, 
so, under Wesley, the impulse was felt every where, and in the last hundred 
years has shown the greatest activity under the influence of Methodism. To 
think is the right and k duty of all, and, making the word of God our directory, 
we cannot go wrong. 

The Church is called upon to stimulate thought, and to encourage all inves- 
tigation of truth. It is her duty, therelore, to keep pace with all " advances in 
knowledge, and to use it for all enrichment of character in all that is good. 
Piety and learning must never be divorced ; the Church, therelore. must edu- 
cate and train the young for God and holiness. The demand is upon us and 
must be met now; and though our facilities for education may not be equal to 
the demand, yet that is not beyond the ability of our Church to execute. Our 
Church can take care of her youth, if she will. There is indifference to this 
great cause in many places, but this only emphasizes the need of greater 
effort. 

In the providence of God we have not to plan what shall be done. That is 
plain. Wofford College and Columbia Female College are already ours. They 
need only enlargement— the generous enlargement which it is in our power to 
give— to make them equal to our needs. If these institutions are allowed to 
pine for want of means, the baneful effects will be felt throughout our bor- 
ders. 

Your Board calls upon the Church in the State to rally to the support of 
these institutions, anti to make them in all respects what' they arc capable of 
becoming, and what, under the blessing of God, they must become, if they 
accomplish what is imperatively needed, and what can be accomplished by no 
other agency. 

Wofford College. 

Wofford College needs no praise before the Church. Her work abides and 
speaks for her. Your Board is glad to report the College in an improved con- 
dition in every respect. The College building and the Professors’ houses have 
all been thoroughly repaired. The call, made by the last Conference, for seven 
thousand and five hundred dollars, has resulted in the collection of about 
four thousand dollars. The Financial Secretary has borrowed the balance of the 
money necessary, and carried forward the repairs to completion. The work 
was a necessity, and your Board urges upon the Church the duty of collecting 
the balance of three thousand live hundred dollars during the coming year for 
this purpose. 

The Fitting School is succeeding beyond the expectations of its most sanguine 
friends. Ninety pupils have matriculated in that institution this session, 
which, with the eigthy-one in the College classes, makes a total of one hundred 
and seventy-one, the largest number ever in attendance upon tiie College at 
one time. At the last commencement the Alumni of the College determined 
to build a HaU for the accommodation of students, and raised for that purpose 
about seven thousand five hundred dollars. The Hall is in process of erec- 
iton and will be completed by the first of next May. When complete, it will 
furnish accommodations for forty-five young men, where they will be able to 
obtain board at its minimum cost. 
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Bnt notwithstanding the increased patronage, the finances of the College are 
no f 111 as S°° d co “^ition as last year. The Board of Trustees, at their last session 
reduced tuition from sixty to forty dollars per annum. The increase in paying 
patronage has not been sufficient to make good the deficit created bv the^ re- 
duction of tuition, and the loss falls heavily upon the Faculty. 

In \ lew of these facts, your Board believes that there should be a change of 
policy as to the education of candidates for t lie ministry at Wofford College 
Hie Church is better able to bear the expense of the education of these vourU 
men than the Faculty of Wofford. - ° 

Your Board therefore recommend the adoption of the following plan : 

District Board of Education. 

At each District Conference next ensuing this Annual Conference, seven lav-

Columbia Female College. 

This institution has entered upon the work of the present scholastic year 
with very flattering prospects. With a force of thirteen officers and teachers, 
it has eighty-tw;o boarding pupils and forty day scholars. This total of one 
hundred and twenty-two pupils is indicative of encouraging growth, and 
makes the attendance larger than for many previous years. 

The College building and premises are in good condition. The boarding, 
literary, scientific, music and art departments, are now as well furnished for 
the comfort and higher education of young women, as any similar institution 
in our State. The building and furniture are fully insured against loss by fire. 
The interest on the bonded debt is paid to date. Within the last five years the 
debt of the College has been reduced by the amount of thirty-five hundred 
dollars; and arrangements have been made by the Board of Trustees with the 
President of the College, by which one one-hundred dollar bond can be retired 
every month. 

The work of the college in its various departments is constantly improving. 
This is evinced by' the more careful work of teachers, the greater diligence of 
pupils, an improved curriculum, and a higher grade of scholarship. 

It is a gratifying fact that nearly all the pupils are members of the Church, 
and professors of religion.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee appointed to consider the subject of temperance and to 
formulate a report on the same, wish to express gratification at what has already 
been accomplished in this good cause. 

We are pleased with the record of our Church, and would urge the members 
of this Conference to a positive, active, and aggressive part in every legitimate 
movement, looking to the suppression of the liquor traffic, and to the reforma- 
tion of the drunkard. As lovers and servants of God and humanitj', laboring 
for the elevation and salvation of the race, we cannot aftord to be delinquent 
in this great work. 

The promotion of temperance is one of the living issues of the age. It is 
fast becoming the all-absorbing question of this great country, and men are 
recognizing it as vital,— because it lies at the base of all political, social and 
religious life. 

Nothing is permanent without it. Our civilization can scarcely be more 
than an experiment, so long as the sale of liquor is allowed by our Govern- 
ment, and so long as men are granted the legal right to make drunkards, de- 
stroy the peace of home, increase crime and ruin souls. It is gratifying to 
know that scarcely- a religious body can assemble anywhere in our land, but 
that prominence is given to this subject. Touching, as it does, the wealth of 
our county, the permanence of character, the vast resources of life, good 
government and religious liberty, it should not be overlooked. It has assum- 
ed proportions in this our day, which make it a subject all-important to us as a 
body of Christians assembled in counsel; and we should recognize it as worthy 
of the best efforts we can put forth as individuals, for its promotion. 

We beg to offer for adoption the following resolutions: 

Resolved , 1st. That, whereas the Independent Order of Good Templars in- 
our State has petitioned this body to appoint a committee of three to confer 
with like committees from all Ecclesiastical bodies and temperance organiza- 
tions within our bounds, that this Conference requests the Bishop presiding: 
to appoint said committee thus to confer. 

Resolved , 2nd. That we as ministers of the gospel will give more promi- 
nence to the subject of temperance in our pulpits ; and that we will aid more- 
fully all efforts to hasten the day, when the legalized traffic shall be done away,, 
and our Government no longer be accessory to crime.

REPORT ON BOOHS AND PERIODICALS. 

It constantly happens that some great and important truths, while freely ad- 
mitted, fail, nevertheless, to properly influence us in our conduct. Hence it 
is necessary to tell over and over, it may be for the thousandth time, many 
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things that everybody already knows, with the hope that bj 7 frequent repeti- 
tion an effectual impression may be made on the mind, and the desired results 
be realized in the life. It is on this account that it is deemed proper in this 
brief report to insist on what no one can be supposed to deny, namely, the ex- 
ceeding value and importance of good and wholesome literature— books and 
periodicals that are attractive, instructive, elevating and sanetilying in their 
influence. 

In these days, when, more than ever before, “of the making of many books 
there is no end,” it seems indispensable that the issues of the religious press 
be of the very best kind, furnished in great abundance, offered at as low 
prices, and urged, in proper and legitimate ways upon the reading public 
with as much zeal and industry, as possible. The demoralizing character of 
much of the fiction, newspaper and magazine publications of the time, the 
anti-Christian speculations of skeptical scientists, and the often mis- 
leading, however erudite, criticisms, both higher and lower, of the sacred 
books of the Bible— all demand of the Church the utmost vigilance and activ- 
ity in efforts to counteract these evil influences. 

We do not usually consider as we ought the wonderful power that is exerted 
on the mind, especially of the young, by the printed page. No earthly arith- 
metic can enable us adequately to calculate the influence of the silent teacher 
that the youth holds in his hand. The voice of the unseen author comes to the 
interior ear in hours of retirement and undisturbed quietude, and seems to 
come from such a high plane of scholarship and intellectual superiority as gives 
an idea of commanding authority, and produces results great and lasting upon 
the character and life of the young reader. How sad :t is, in view of these facts, 
to know that in many families there is often found more or less of worthless, 

time-wasting and even corrupting literature— books, papers, etc., made up of 
unprofitable stories, idle gossip, details of crime, false presentations of life, and 
much else not wholeseme — while, perhaps, not a single copy of any issue of the 
religious periodical press is to be seen. Better for those who three times a day 
gather around the family board to grow lean and feeble upon insufficient and ill- 
preparecl food, than that thev should seek to satisfy their intellectual and moral 
wants with such vile pabulum. It is the pleasing duty of your committee to 
make a most gratifying report of the condition of our publishing interests. 
The time appears now to be at hand when improvements and results long de- 
sired and sought for are to be realized. 

The House in Nashville is no longer encumbered with debt, but declares a 
dividend of five thousand dollars— to tlie several Annual Conferences, in com- 
pliance with the sixth “Restrictive Rule” of the Discipline. The volume of 
business for the fiscal vear ending April 1st, 1888, was $280,561.57, and the net 
results $53,309.20. The Book Committee has directed certain expenditures to 
be made to increase the facilities of the house for its business and to improve 
its literature. Of the amounts thus appropriated $1,500 is for the Review and 
$1,200 for the Sunday-school department. The Review has been changed from 
a bi-monthly to a quarterly, and while the laborious and giited editor deserves 
the heartiest thanks of the Church for the good work that he has done, he will 
doubtless be able to add to the value and attractions of the publication to some 
extent by the small sum just named, and it is hoped a liberal patronage will 
place at his command, in’the near future, still larger amounts to be offered for 
contributions to its pages, thereby enlisting to a greater extent the ablest wri- 
ters in its service. 

We earnestly commend to the favor and patronage of our people the various 
periodical publications of the Nashville Publishing House, namely, the Quar- 
terly Revieiv, the Christian Advocate and the Sunday School Magazine , quar- 
terlies and papers, all of which are conducted with distinguished editorial abil- 
ity, and are issued in good form and style. The book publications of the 
house also command admiring attention, and it is hoped the sales will continue 
to increase vear by year. The elegant yolumes of Summer’s Systematic The- 
ology do great credit to the house, and give striking proof of its capacity for 
doing the best work and on a large scale. The Sunday School Libraries order- 
ed by the General Conference are also now ready, and have been so prepared, 
both by careful editorial supervision and iu press work and binding, as to 
meet with very hearty approval. 

Lastly in the order of this paper, but not in the order of thought, we call atten- 
tion to our own Southern Christian Advocate whose pre-eminent claims 
to the patronage of all our people surely no one will dispute. To the editor 
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and to the publisher our thanks are certainly due for an admirable paper— one 
of the very best issued from our denominational press, and which is evidently 
striving to attain to the highest possible excellence. It is very properly an ob- 
ject of special interest and care to our Conference ; it merits all the support 
and extension that our preachers and people can give it, and we urge upon 
every one the duty of seeking to increase the number of subscribers.

There is no margin on the left of the page — 
neither is there a roll of the Conference given. The name of the Denomina- 
tion and the District is not mentioned in the record ; neither are its pages num- 
bered. 



Florence District. 

The roll of members is not mentioned iti this journal, but is kept in a sep- 
arate book in the possession of the Presiding Eider. We recommend that the 
roll of members be recorded in the journal along with the proceedings. The 
Darlington Circuit is recorded as East Darlington. With these exceptions, 
this record is well kept. 

Orangeburg District. 

With the exception of two incomplete entrances in regard to the assessment 
for Presiding Elder, and Preacher in charge of Edisto' Circuit, and the im- 
proper use oi capital letters, this journal is neatly and correctly kept. 

Greenville District. 

On page 36 the entire result of the ballot for delegates to the Annual Confer- 
ence is given, when there was no election. This is repeated on pages 38 and 
39, consuming much space to no purpose. With this exception their journal 
deserves commendation. 

Columbia District. 

This journal is nicely kept. The errors of last year do not appear this year. 
No mistakes or errors are lound in the record.' 



Cokesbnry District. 

In this journal figures are used instead of writing. A few' blots and 
erasures also mar the pages of the record. Otherwise it is well kept. 

Charleston District. 

Two incomplete sentences are found in this journal, the one on page 12, and 
the other on page 20. In all other respects it is in fine condition. 



Sumter District. 

This journal is a model of neatness and correctness. It deserves the high- 
est commendation. 



Spartanburg District. 

With the exception of some blurs and erasures on pages 18 and 23 this jour- 
nal is without criticism.

MEMOIR. 



REV. JAMES T. KILGO 



Was born in Chester Co., South Carolina, February the 16th, 
1820, and died J anuary 4th, 1888, in Marlboro County, S. C., in 
his 67th year. 

On the" night of the 2nd of October, 1840, at a campmeet- 
ing held at Ebenezer church in Chester County, S. C., he 
was happily, and thoroughly converted, and on the follow- 
ing night connected himself with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and adds in his diary, “of which I hope to die a 
member.” 

On the 5th of December, 1846, he was licensed to preach 
the gospel, and in 1850, he was admitted on trial in the 
South Carolina Conference at Wadesboro, N. C. 

He traveled in 1851 and 1852, the Lexington Circuit ; 1853, 
Cooper River Circuit ; 1854, Santee Circuit ; 1855, South 
Mountain Mission ; 1856, Shelby Circuit ; 1857 and 1858, St. 
George’s Circuit ; 1859 and 1860, "Newberry Circuit ; 1861 and 
1862, Laurens Circuit ; 1863, Fairfield Circuit ; 1864, Sandy 
River Mission ; 1865, Rock Hill Circuit, and part of this 
year the Fairfield Circuit ; 1866, Concord Circuit ; 1867, and 
1868, Cokesbury Circuit ; 1869 and 1870, Edgefield Circuit ; 
1871, Laurens Circuit ; 1872, Chester Circuit ; 1873, Fairfield 
Circuit ; 1874, Columbia Circuit ; 1875 and 1876, South Marl- 
boro Circuit ; 1877, Bishopville Circuit ; 1878, Marion Circuit ; 
1879, Santee Circuit ; 1880 and 1881, Limestone Circuit ; 1882, 
and 1883, Lower Darlington Circuit ; 1884, Ridgeville Circuit; 
1885, 1886 and 1887, Sumter Circuit ; where he closed up his 
long and useful iife as a Methodist Preacher. 

For 37 years ne was at his post of duty, answering to his 
name at Roll call for 36 years. 

Brother Kilgo was no ordinary man. The language of 
Dr. Rust on Jeremy Taylor can be appropriately quoted 
here. “He had the good humor of a gentleman ; the elo- 
quence of an orator ; the acuteness of the Schoolman ; the 
profoundness of a philosopher ; the wisdom of a counselor ; 
the piety of a saint.” 
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His preaching was noted for its clearness of thought, so- 
briety of judgment, tender emotions, and skill in dividing 
the word of Truth. 

As a Pastor, he was bold in prosecuting the duties of 
office, yet tender. 

As a Methodist, he was sound in doctrines and took 
pleasure in preaching them. 

He enjoyed a deep, living experience in the things of God, 
which was proved by his uniform life. 

As a husband, he was kind and loving ; as a Father, he 
trained his children so as to gain and hold their best affec- 
tions and confidence, and lead them to Christ. 

He graduated them in our own Colleges, from his meagre 
salaries, saying, “I will five on bread and water and wear 
patched clothes, before I will throw my children on society 
uneducated.” 

He accomplished his purpose before he died. 

The writer was with him the day before he died. He 
asked kindly after his brethren of the Conference, and 
spoke of his love for them. 

In speaking of his afflictions he said, “My brother I have 
been to the brink of Jordan since we last met, but glory be 
to God the way was all bright, and I am ready at any time 
to go to my reward.” 

Little did we think that he was in half a day’s march of 
home,— but when 8 o’clock A. M. of January the 4th, 1888 
came, “His Spirit left its encumbering clay with abound,” 
and life was hushed in death.
